Tax Rate 


The City Council at its 
regular meeting of Tuesday, 
Aug. 26 adopted two resolu¬ 
tions, tliey being Resolution 
No. 75-44 and 75-45 Setting 
the Ta.x Rate for the coming 
year, and setting the amount 
of money n©ce.ssary to raise 
by taxation. 

Resolution No. 75-45 set 
the amount of money neces¬ 
sary to run the city for the 
coming year at $675,024. 
A'Uthorization wa.s under 
Section 2167 of the Revenue 
and Tax Code of the State 
of California. 

Resolution No. 74-45 set 
the tax rate neoessa,ry to 
raiso thi.s amount of money 
at $2.-3477 cents per $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation of the prop¬ 
erty in Sierra. Madre. Light¬ 
ing District No. 1 had a rale 
of .56.166 and Lighting Dis¬ 
trict 3.\ and B had a rate 
of $1.0301 to maintain them 
for the coming year. 

Both Resolutions were by 
motioin and second given 
ad'option. There was no in¬ 
crease in the Tax Rate for 
property owners of S'erra 
Madre.

About Taxes! 

As the September 1 deadline lor setting property tax 
rates approaches, public concern over IncreastKl local taxes 
can be expected to mount significantly. Many property 
owners will bt‘ faced with increased tax bills, whether 
or not propt'rty tax rates are hiked. 

Both obvious and underlying pressures on the local 
property tax base are of great concern to loc-al govern¬ 
ment. 

One obvious pressure toward increased taxes is, not 
surprisingly, our inflationary economy, inflation is bal¬ 
looning the appraised valuation of property, slowly yet 
persistently etiging it upward and along with it the prop¬ 
erty owner’s tax bill, despite an SB 90 fi.xtxi tax rate. 
The same factors that cause property values to appre¬ 
ciate, making real estate a good investment in these 
time.s, also cx)ntribute to a higher AV (appraised value). 
Thus an AV res|X)nds to inflation, the taxpayer likewise 
receives an overall higher property tax bill. 

In addition, infation boosts costs to counties as con¬ 
sumers of goods and services the same way it boosts a 
family’s living expenses. Not only are gas, f(X)d and 
other tangibles more expensive, but the cost of services 
is increasing at a fast rate, and counties are huge serv¬ 
ice-providing mechanisms. 

Other pressures on the property tax base stem from 
actions taken by the state and federal governments. 
Roughly half of county budgets are funded by these 
agencies. Any reduction in state or federal funding of 
a program without a TOrresponding reduction in the 
scope of that program means si'cking alternative finan¬ 
cing at the local level. Property taxes, the major revenue 
source for c-ounties, are the only alternative. Hence, when 
the state shifts costs to the local level or mandates pro¬ 
grams, c-ounties must somehow meet the resultant cost 
increases, and often the only available rwourse is to 
raise taxes. 

In fixing upix'r limits on property tax rates, SB 90 
of 1972 promiscxl local governments full reimbursement 
for costs of state-mandated programs. But in 1974, 312 
bilLs were enacted which disclaimcxl the State’s respon¬ 
sibility to pay. 

Of these 312 unfunded mandates, 257 or 82 per cent 
applied to tounties either exclusivly or along with other 
levels of government. Although no one bill really packed 
a fiscal wallop, Uiken together they bit a hefty chunk 
out of county budgets. For instance, one dis<4aimed bill 
passfxt in 1974 called for an increase in the size of the 
ballot pjimphlet. Due to legislative oversight, counties 
were inadvertently saddled with an additional S600,(X)0 
|x>stage bill for mailing the new, heavier ballots. Al¬ 
though a sutiscHiuent bill reimbursed local government 
for the added expense, the costs are not always so 
clear cut. Implementing such seemingly inncu'uous un- 
fundixi programs as the Spanish language planting of 
homeowner’s exemption notices is virtually nickel-and- 
diming counties into deficits. 

Implementing underfundt'd programs is still another 
pressure-inducing factor. In recent years, county mc'dical 
costs have risen an unpianaxiented 75 j)er cent, from ap¬ 
proximately $285 million in 1971-72 to $5(X) million in 
1974-75 (eombiruHi Medi-Cal and indigent health care). 
Another e.\ample is Public Defender subsidies. Local costs 
of this criminal defense program have risen steadily over 
the past ten years: from $(>.67 million in 1965-66 to ap¬ 
proximately $46.11 million in the current fiscal year. For 
the past seven years State assistance has remained fixed 
at $775,000, while county costs have increased by over 
$31 million, or al>out 320 jht cent. 

As a rosult, counties are in the tenuous iK)sition of 
having to administer many programs hap hazardly, either 
dropping them altogether or attempting to administer 
them with insufficient funds. The only other alternative 
Ls to raise taxes. 

With these mounting financial difficultii*s at the Icx-al 
level, avoiding a tax hike is difficult. It is important, 
however, to rememlx'r that many of the pressures on 
local property taxi's are beyond local control. The as- 
sc'sor, for example, is fulfilling constitutional responsi- 
bilitii'S to assi'ss projx'rties at 25 ix'r cent of fair market 
value. LzK'al governments, and particularly rounties, are 
l>y law resi)onsil)le for implementing state mandates in 
many areas in which the static fails to reimburse fully 
or at all. 

The increased romplexities and requirements of state 
and fixleral laws in environmental protection, planning, 
law enforcement, criminal justice and other areas of critical 
public tx>ncern have also incroase<i local (X)sts and in some 
instance's, in gc'ometric ratios. 

'Fhe solutions for relief of the overburdened property 
tax dollar must Ix' comprehensively approac-hc'd on a 
broad front. Every effort must Ix' made to improve man¬ 
agerial effic'iency at the local level. While lx)ard.s of 
sutx'rvisors reduce' and strecunline programs up and down 
the state, the state and the legislature must at the same 
time- fulfill SB 90 promises by fidly reimbursing local 
governmc'Uts for mandatc'd programs. Those programs 
already in place to provide property tax relic'f for home 
owners ajid senior citizens should be improvcxl and in¬ 
dexed to acrommexiate inflationary pressures. If a fax 
hike' is indc'ed inevitable, c’ountic's are working to insure 
that its brunt, at least, won’t Ix' carric'd by those who 
can least afford it.

Q. — I am studying the 
stock market and hope o,ne 
day to start my own mutual 
fund. Can you tell me what 
the requirements are? 

A. — ’The formation of 
mutual funds is governed in 
each .state by the state’s 
.security laws a?id national¬ 
ly by regulations of the SEC. 
I’d suggest you write your 
State Security Commi.ssicn 
in Washington for a copy of 
its regulations on mutual 
fund formation. 

Q. — I knov,' that the chief 
reason you buy m.unicipal 
bonds is to take advantage 
of the faert that the interest 
they pay is exempt from 
fedortl income tax, but can 
yoai list any other advan¬ 
tages of owning municipal 
bonds? 

A. — The main advantage 
is the tax-exempt status of 
intrest from the bonds, but 
there are some other fea¬ 
tures. If you want to use the 
•bonds as collateral for a 
loan, tlie Federal Reserve 
does not .set any restrictiens 
as to the amount that can 
be borrowed against their 
value. Tiiio result is you can 
'u.sually borrow an amount 
fairly close to their current 
value. Alsc, municipal bonds 
are probably the safest thing 
next to U.S. Government 
Bonds. Very few losses are 
su.staincd on Muni c 1 p a 1 
Ronds. Back in the Great De¬ 
pression, onlv two per cent 
got into trouble. 

Q. — I have always l)een 
a fan of electric utility 
.stocks, especially becau s e 
they pay good dividend's. I 
know the electric companies 
have a lot of problems, b’lr 
it seems to mo that their 
prices are so low and their 
dividends so good that they 
can’t help but be good buys. 
Would you agree? 

A. — A great many elec¬ 
tric utility stocks are sell¬ 
ing at very attractive prices 
and giving excellent yields; 
however, they have a num¬ 
ber of problems, and work-

With all of these problems, 
utilities, unlike most bus- 
ines.so3, are not free to ad¬ 
just their pices to their costs, 
but must go through a. long 
political process called reg¬ 
ulation to get government 
permis.>ion to raise prices. 
Government regulators, un¬ 
der political pressure, do all 
they can to delay and mini¬ 
mize rate incrc'ases. The ac¬ 
cumulative effect of this 
over tlie years lias b£?t'in to 
reduce utility earnings, and 
in recent months the sil'ua- 
tion has reached' the point 
where most utilities have 
had to delay or cancel con¬ 
struction plans. 

The realities appear to 
be getting through both to 
the public and to our poli¬ 
ticians, and in many areas 
rate increast-s more nearly 
meeting the needs are being 
made. It s(?ems to me the 
pendulum is moving to- 
waad.s an improving situa¬ 
tion, but a completely desir¬ 
able condition is likely to bo 
some distance in the fut'ure.

John Hardy, Blaek educa¬ 
tor and trustee of the Pasa¬ 
dena School Board, has been 
ocncerned with the apparent 
inability of school to proper¬ 
ly educate Black children. 
After careful investigation, 
it is his belief (hat funda¬ 
mental education might well 
be the tool to help amelio¬ 
rate the crippling disparity 
behveen white and black 
children. 

Indeed, there are a host of 
observations that indicate 
Mr. Hardy’s contention. For 
instance. Black students who 
began their edaication at 
Marshall F u n d a m e nt a 1 
School demonstrated ama¬ 
zing compietence on test 
scores of the Cooperative Pri¬ 
mary Test. Fir.st grade Black 
students averaged the 69th 
percentile in reading and 
the .54th percentile in math. 
At the second’ grade, Black 
students averaged 62 per¬ 
centiles in reading .'ind 66 
percentiles in math.
